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Plane Hits Empire State Building ... Fire Breaks Out 


NEW YORK, Ju ly 28 .—OP)— 
An Army bomber crashed throu gh 
fog into an u pper floor of the 102- 
story Empire State bu ilding today , 
set the tower of the bu ilding afire 
and scattered debris ov er a wide 
area, killing at least nine persons 
in the bu ilding. 
At least two 
persons 
in 
the 


bu ilding were badly bu rned. 
Elev en floors of the bu ilding 
abov e and below the 8fith floor 
of the towering stru ctu re were in 
flames and the spire of the bu ild­ 
ing soon was env eloped in a v ast, 
smoky , foggy screen. 
Flaming 
gasoline 
and 
fu mes 
pou red into the bu ilding throu gh 


a hu ge scar on the 34th Street side 
and a soldier who saw it said "it 
looked like a flame thrower in 
action." 
Showers of broken glass, mas­ 
onry and other objects flew into 
the air, and broken glass splat­ 
tered into Fifth Av enu e as far 
sou th as 29 th Street. 


The plane stru ck the bu ilding 
shortly before 10 A. M . and with­ 
in a few minu tes May or LaGu ar- 
dia had arriv ed. Lou is Peteley , a 
gu ard stationed on the tower at 
the time of the crash, said there 
were a nu mber of persons in the 
tower, bu t added, "I think I got 
them all down safely ." 


The first two inju ries rcjx irted j 
were those of Kay Oliv er, an ele- 1 
v ator operator, and John Mate,

They were on the 7 9 th floor and i 
were reported badly bu rned. 
M iss Nanette Morrison, on the ' 
38 th floor of a nearby bu ilding,

There’* an old Oriental p roverb, 
tnuch quoted in Jap an that he who 
ride* a tiger finds it difficult to 
dismount. 
That » urns up 
the

p osition of the Mikado’* wretched 
government. It is striving frantic­ 
ally to find 
a way—short of un­ 
conditional surrender—to 
disen­ 
gage itself from the w ar which it 
p recip itated, and there are many 
sign* that nerves are badly frayed 
We can say without fear of ex­ 
aggeration that Jap an already is 
suffering from shell-shock. Taking 
advantage of this, the Allies are 
p ouring both m aterial and p sy­ 
chological warfare into the enemy 
The Potsdam 
ultimatum, 
de­ 
manding unconditional surrender 
with the alternative 
of “p romp t 
and utter destruction,” has been 
followed 
by 
an 
unp recedented 
warning 
that 
certain 
sp ecified 
cities are to be destroyed by in­ 
cendiary bombs. In short, we are 
calling our shots. We leqrn, too 
that the Allies have step p ed up 
their “m ilitary time table for the 
defeat of Jap an,” and are shifting 
soldiers directly from Europ e to 
the Pacific than originally p lan­ 
ned. 
Now the strength of this p sy­ 
chological w arfare lies in the fact 
that we can and will imp lement it 
The p sychological will be trans­ 
m uted into the m aterial in short 
order—and the 
Jap s 
know 
it. 
They know there's exact truth in 
Lt. Gen. James Doolittle’s forecast 
that American bombers will level 
Jap anese cities and transform the 
country into a nation of nomads. 
To be sure, the Jap anese news 
agency, Domei, says Nip p on will 
choose “utter destruction” to un­ 
conditional surrender. 
But 
that 
lack* the seal of sup reme author­ 
ity and is surrounded by tacit ad­ 
missions that Jap an is beset by su­ 
p erior forces. The Tokyo govern­ 
m ent still 
p ursues 
its 
treasure 
hunt, looking for some 
op ening 
that will soften that “uncondition­ 
al surrender.” 
Jap an's main effort is centered 
in an attem p t to cause dissension 
among the Allies, or create situa­ 
tions 
calculated 
to 
discourage 
p rosecution of the w ar to the p oint 
of unconditional surrender. With 
this in view Tokyo has been w ork­ 
ing overtime to cause trouble be­ 
tween China and her allies. The 
Jap scheme is 
two-p ronged. 
It 
aims (1) at creating distrust in the 
mind of the Chinese government, 
and (2) at widening the rift be­ 
tween Chungking and the Yenan 
Communists in northern China. 
Jap anese p rop agandists are rep ­ 
resenting 
Generalissimo 
Chiang 
K ai-Shek’s government as a p up ­ 
p et that is being forced to sell 
China to American big business 
and op en the gates 
to 
a 
large 
American army. They declare that 
the destruction of Yenan is a m at­ 
ter that has to be sp eedily carried 
out by the Chungking government 
in order to p revent interference in 
China’s internal affairs not only 
by the United States but by the 
Soviet Union. And to cap all this 
we get the following hyp ocritical 
statem ent from General Okamura, 
sup rem e commander of the Jap a­ 
nese arm y in China: 
“We, as China’s neighbor and 
friend, feel p rofoundly sorry for 
the Chinese p eop le. . . . I cannot 
ap p rove of Chungking’s p olicy of 
dep ending on foreign p owers for 
the solution of China’s domestic 
issues.” 
The antidote to this p oison is 
exactly w hat Jim m y Doolittle has 
p rescribed—leveling 
of 
Jap an’s 
cities. The Allied authorities have 
m ade it clear that they intend to 
go all out in their attack from 
now on. 
So we 
needn’t 
take 
Tokyo’s 
p resent mild defiance of the Pots­ 
dam ultim atum as final. There 
certainly is a p ossibility that we 
shall hear far more conciliatory 
words before many more of Nip ­ 
p on’s cities have been blown into 
dust.

Scott's Scrap Book 
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Fayette County’s Selective Serv 
ice Board is doing its best to help 
returning veterans get jobs, How­ 
ard Fogle, the chairman, said as he 
exp ressed the hop e that men dis­ 
charged from the service would 
consult with the Draft Board and 
lay their emp loyment p roblems 
before its officials. 
He said the board and its re­ 
emp loyment officer, 
Charles 
V. 
Sexton, are carrying out all the 
p rovisions of the Selective T rain­ 
ing and Service Act which p lacos 
much of the resp onsibility of as­ 
sisting veterans into civilian em ­ 
p loyment on the shoulders of the 
system through which they went 
into the country's armed forces. 
In exp laining the board’s re­ 
emp loyment service and its broad 
objectives, Fogle referred to an 
exp lanatory statem ent by Col. C. 
W. Goble, the 
state's 
Selective 
Service director. 
He quoted Col. 
Goble: 
“Our first big job was to select 
men for the armed forces. 
That 
job isn’t comp leted yet, but that 
doesn’t mean that we aren’t w ork­ 
ing hard on the other big Job 
cut out for us by Congress . . . 
the job of aiding veterans in find­ 
ing the kind of emp loyment they 
w ort and m aking 
certain 
that 
those who desire to return to their 
former p ositions will be reinstated 
in them.” 
Col. Goble, he said, emp hasized

WRITTEN INTO RECORD 
DEFY EXPLANATIONS

W hy don’t you p ut out another 


without confusion. 
From this level up to thousands 
of feet in the air, the fog was so 
thick that it was imp ossible 
for 
an airp lane to fly and the p ilot to 
observe 
the movements 
below. 
W ithout this fog it is agreed that 
England would have suffered one 
of the greatest military disasters 
in her long history. 
There is one rep ort in the files 
of our w ar dep artm ent which tells 
of how the engine of a p lane went 
dead in 
a fog while flying over 
the jungle 
on an island 
in 
the 
South Pacific. 
W ithout the slightest knowledge 
of w hat was below him the p ilot 
was p rep aring to bail out 
when 
the p lane made a p erfect three- 
p oint landing with hardly a jar. 
Whep rescuers found the p ilot 
they were sp eechless. The 
p lane 
had landed in the dense fog in the 
only op en sp ace for miles around, 


a sp ace so small and surrounded 
with such obstacles that the most 
skilled and reckless p ilot 
would 
not have attemp ted to land there 
in broad daylight. 
The official rep ort in the 
war 
dep artm ent files reads, ‘No injury 
to p ersonnel, no damage to 
air­ 
craft, no p rop erty damage.” 
The 
only exp lanation of the 
amazing 
incident 
the investigators 
were 
able to make was to quote the 
statem ent of the p ilot, “There is 
only one answer. The Lord did it 
for me.” 
General of the Army George 
C. 
Marshall, United States chief 
of 
staff, has told of w hat 
hap p ened 
in connection with the landing of 
our huge exp editionary force 
in 
North Africa. General of the Army 
Dwight O. Eisenhower says 
this 
was the tensest 
day during 
the 
war with Germany. 
The transp orts were nearing Af­ 
rica when two storms were seen 
ap p roaching, either one of which 
could have raised mountainous 
seas and wrecked 
the 
heavily 
loaded ship s. The commanding of­ 
ficers frankly and op enly p rayed 
and their p rayers were 
followed 
by an astonishing event. 
The 
two storms 
ap p eared to 
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Thomp son, Alliance,

of academic work daily. This rul­ 
ing was made to afford them p len­

Not Just ‘A rm y School’ 
“This is not just another army 
school—that’s the thing we want 
to get away from,” said Brig. Gen. 
Claude M. Thiele of Washington, 
D. C., “p resident” of Shrivenham.

other college and GI’s even 
will 
be given simulated ranks of offi­ 
cers while here so they can eat 
with the 
officers and be

It is im portant th at first aid be 
properly given #o th at it may be 
aa beneficial aa possible without 
further aggravating the disorder 
that is pre*ent. 


C hief Dangers 
One of the chief danger# in acci- 
ient# i# the development of shock 
or collapse. In treating shock, it is 
im portant to keep 
the patient 
warm, with sufficient covering, the 
use of hot w ater bottles if they 
are available, and a warm drink. 
The next thing to think about is 
getting the patient to a hospital 
a# quickly as possible. 
Hence, a well-instructed "first- 
aider” will have someone send for 
an ambulance immediately, so th at 
he will not be placed in the embar 
raising position of waiting around 
with the patient, after all first-aid 
treatm ent is givin, until an am­ 
bulance can art ive to take the pa­ 
tient to a hospital. 


Broken Honea 
In the case of broken bones, the 
outstanding necessity is that the 
patient must not be moved until 
the affected part of the body has 
been firmly fixed, so th a t move­ 
ment will not cause the end# of the 
bone to protrude through the skin 


or be further injured. The pres­ 
ence of a broken bone can usually 
l*e determined by the presence of 
pain, loss of muscle power, sw ell­ 
ing, and tenderness. The method 
used to fix the hones to prevent 
movement will depend on where 
the broken bones are located. How­ 
ever, splints can be made of rolled 
newspapers or some piece of wood 
that may be handy. 
In first-aid treatment of severe 
hums, little need be done except to 
make the patient as comfortable as 
possible and then to remove him 
speedily to a hospital. If there is 
to be any great delay in getting th* 
patient to a hospital, some antisep 
tic, perhaps, may be applied with 
out any attempt being made to 
clean the burned area first. 


Stop Bleeding 
In the case of wounds, of course, 
the first object is to stop the bleed 
ing. This may be accomplished by 
direct pressure on the wound with 
a pad of gauze and bandage. If this 
does not suffice, a tourniquet may 
be applied. It is made up of a piece 
of rubber tubing or some other ma­ 
terial 
which 
can

around an arm or leg above the 
wound and then twisted until it is 
tight enough to check the flow of 
blood. However, a tourniquet can 
be left in place only for a short 
period of time. Obviously, cutting 
off the flow of blood too long may 
serve to produce permanent dam­ 
age to the tissues leading to the 
development of gangrene or death 
of the tissues.
